The Speaker (Right Hon. Arthur 
Wellesloy Peel) said that he WM unable to 
interfere in the matter as the statement to 
which objection was offered bad ' been made 
outside of the House. 

Mr. Sexton then stated that tho Times 
had used the assertions of Viscount Wol- 
mer as facts and had seized the chauce to 
heap lying caliiuiniea on the Irish ineniliera. 

The -Speaker supgestcd to Viscount Wol- 
nier that, nnleas ho was prepared witli thu 
proof of hia statement, he should apolo- 
gize. 

Viscount Wolmer acted on tho sug- 
Kestion and curtly expressed regret for 
making tho statement and tendered hia 
apohigy therefor. 

Mr. Sexton declared that the editor of 
the Times alionUi be compelled to apologizo 
at the bar of the Honao. 

At this point lU. lion. Mr. Gladstone 
rose and said tliat lie sympatliized witli the 
feelings of the Irish inemhera. The piihlica- 
tiou of tho articln in (iueation by tho Times, 
in whicli corruption was distinctly charged, 
constituted u breach of privilege. 

Rt. Hon. A. J. Balfour, Opposition leader 
in tho House, also took part in the diacns- 
aion.

Sir William Harco'nrtV Clianceilor of the 
Exoheqner, declined to accept any snob in- 
terprecation of the Times' , artiale as- Mr. 
Balfour said could be made, and the House 
evidently agreed with Sir William, for it 
approved a motion moved by Mr. Sexton, 
that the editor of the Times be called to tho 
bar of the House, to apologize for tho pub- 
lication of the article. 

Lord Randolph Churchill, when the de- 
bate was resumed on the Homo Rule liiil, 
said that the scheme, as described, was 
vagiic and unreal. Tliere was no entluiftiaHm 
anywhere for the bill, while u large iimjoriiy 
of tlie Hritish iieople was absolutely op[ioaod 
toil. The issue raised by the I'remier was 
virtually tho repeal of tho Union. Tlie 
Irish party, in deniauding Home Rule, let 
them cull themselves by any nunio they 
chose, were virtually a party of repeal. 
The Act of Union was eaacntially a 
union of parlianienta. It was so 
declared in the third clause of 
tho Act of Union, which I^ord 
Kandolpli quoted in proof of his asaertioh.

I'Aias, Feb. IG. — The public galleries of 
tho Ohamber of Deputies were crowded to- 
day with persons to witness the attack of 
the Boulangiata upon the Miuijtry. Hardly 
a deputy was absent from his place. Victor 
Li'ydt, Radical deputy for the Bouchea du 
Uhono, opcr:ed tho debate on tho Oovern- 
ment'a position by interpellating the Cab- 
inet as to tlieir general policy. The Left 
CLiitre and tlie Conservatives, be said, had 
formed a league to wreck the present Min 
iatry, to obtain power and then to modify 
tho conntry'a present military, educational 
and liiiancial policy. The (ioverniiient, 
with a weak complaisance, had allowed 
these enemies of the Kepublic to do their 
worst without apparently taking any steps 
to hinder them. Such aupincness should not 
continue longer. 

Alcximdre Miller, Radical deputy for tho 
Seine, denounced tho ministers for their 
action in the I'anama matter. 

M. Ribot reminded the deputies that 
upon assuming the Presidency of tho 
Council ho had usked tho Republicans to 
unite in supporting him. Ho appealed to 
tho solidarity of the Republican party, in 
order that tho results already attained by 
the Republio be not again risked. 
Thanks to the Republican union, the 
audttcious attacks of the men conduct- 
ing the campaign againet the servants of 
the Bepublio had ceased, and the country 
awaited with confidence the conclusion of 
the Panama trial, which had been made the 
pretext to overthrow Bepublioation institu- 
tions in France. Suits for the restitution of 
tho property would bo the necessary com- 
plement of the results already obtained in 
the prosecutions, and the first steps in such 
suits had already been taken. Deputy 
Miller h id auggested a Republican alliance 
with the Sociaiiata and Hoidangists. Such 
an alliance would be most emphatically 
repudiateil. 

( J rcat confusion on the extreme left was 
caused by the statement, and the I'resident 
called for order repeatedly before the hall 
became so quiot that M. Ribot's voice could 
again be heard. 

M. Kibot, in rcaiiiiiing, said that he pre 
ferred to remain faithful to the time-honored 
diaciplino of the majority. Ho would reject 
also the proposed concentration called tho 
fusion of the Centres. Such a combination 
would rccpiiro as its conditional precedent 
the conatitutionol right of the participants 
to tiiko part iu tho Government 
of tho Hcpublic. Nobody in the 
Republican majority had even thought 
of a fusion of the centres.

Ott.\w,\, Feb. 10.— Mr. Mara will ask for 
tho corrospondcnoo between tho Federal 
and British Columbia Governments relative 
to the boundaries of the railway belt, 

The bill reserved by Governor Carvell last 
year, abolishing the Prince Edward Island 
Legislative Council, was returned by the 
Governor-General unapproved, and consc 
qnently the measure becomes defunct. 

A deputation of sixty Conservative mem- 
bers waited upon the Government this 
morning with reference to tho recent Nova 
Scotia legislation by which tho control of 
the Capo Breton coal mines is given to tho 
Whitney syndicate. The deputation based 
its objection to the legislation obiefiy on the 
ground that there was no protection against 
this new company increasing the price of 
coal unduly, thus playing into the bands of 
American capitalists. It urged that the 
Whitney syndicate should be compelled to 
give a pledge of good faith to work the mines, 
and asked the Govornment either to veto 
the bill or compel its amendment. 

Sir John Thompson promised to consider 
all tho arguments put forth, but pointed 
out that, us the coal mines were tlic exclu- 
sive property of tho province, they could do 
as they liked with them. The point at 
issue was a very delicate one. Ho 
would conaider it his duty, if u 
protest were made in writing, to 
transmit such a protest to tho Nova 
Scotia government, and perhaps suggest an 
amendment to the law. Messrs. Mara 
lOarle and Corbould accompanied tho dopu 
lation. The former, being called upon to 
speak, said he knew nothing respecting the 
merits of tho case. A coal monopoly eX' 
istcd in British Columbia, but as a reprO' 
scntative of that Province, he said, he 
would resent Federal interference in the 
matter, 

Tho Dominion 'artillerymen held their 
annual meeting to-day. Lord Stanley was 
present and made a nice farewell speech. 
Col. Prior was elected vice-president. Gen- 
eral Herbert advocated that the artillery be 
placed on a war footing.

Sir John Thompson introduced a bill to- 
day to amend the Criminal Act passed last 
session, clerical errors having been dis- 
covered. 

Tho budget debate was resumed by Hon. 
Mr. Hagfiart. Mr. Paterson (Brant) fol- 
lowed. Hon. Mr. Daly replied and the de- 
bate was adjourned. 



HAWAHAN IiBPfiOSY. 

The Commissioners Deny That There Is Any 
Fear of the Disease Being 
Brought Over. 

Washinoton, Feb. 16. — The Hawaiian 

coinmiaaioners this evening spoko of Sena- 
tor Vest's allusion in liia speech to tho dan- 
ger of the introduction of leprosy into the 
United States in consequonce of annexation, 
aa not well founded. " Why," said Mr. 
Castle, " I saw a leper walking the streets 
of Washington. There was no niiataking 
the aymptoma, with which I am 
familiar. Now, such a thing as 
that would bo impossible in tho 
streets of Honolulu or any other city of the 
Hawaiian Isles under tho strict enforcement 
of the laws for segregation, which is tho 
feature of the Government system. We 
keep the lepera together, and if the pre' 
sent ellioient system i a not disturbed the 
diseaao will in time bo wholly eradicated. 
Tho number of unfortunates in the settle- 
ment has been reduced from about 1,200 to 
slightly in excess of 1,000. The situation in 
the United States is not 'such as to war- 
rant opposition to annexation because 
of fear of importation of leprosy from Ha- 
waii. There haa been leprosy in Louisiana 
for 200 yoara, and Wisconsin is scoured with 
tlie diaease brought from the countries of 
Northern Kuropo. In neither of those 
.States is tliere any such cfTuctivo law against 
its spread as is in force with us. \Vliy, in a 
Now ViH'k hospital, thoro ia a lepers' ward, 
Tho disoaue is not now nor strange in Iho 
United States, and there is no danger of it 
spreading here because of the annexation of 
Hawaii. " 



JAPANESE POLITICS. 

Financial Matters Troubling: tho Government 
lllid i'eoiile of that Country. 

YolcoiiAMA, Feb. 3 —Japanese political 
afTairs have entered upon a new phase, and 
continue to furnish surprises to foreigners. 

The trouble this time is over tho budget. 
When, aomo three years ago, the Kmperor 
granted a constitution to his people and 
endowed them with tho right to sit and 
vote iu a popular parliament, ho carefully 
imposed certain limitations upon their 
legislative' powers.' Among other things 
ho deoreed that the parliament should 
not have tho power of interference with 
what were called "tho already fixed ox- 

Eenditures," that ia to say, expenditures 
ased upon tno powera appertaining to 
the Kmperor, and such as have ariaou by 
tho elTect of law or come under tho legal 
obligatioua of the Government. This year 
these fi.xed sums amount to fG 1,0011,000 of 
the entire total $84,000,000. The ]5udget 
committee of the Lower House quietly ig- 
nored tho limitations imposed by tho Im- 
perial advisors, went ahead and struck off 
.58,850,000. They sent tho amended Budget 
back to the Cabinet, and inriteil the min- 
isters to consent to tho reductions. Tho 
ministers declined to do anything of tho 
kind, and returned it to the House with tho 
request that the members should roDonaider 
their position. Tho Houao adjourned for 
five days to give tho Cabinet time to think 
over tho matter and sent the Budget over to 
them, whereupon tho ministry fired it back, 
retorting that they did not wiah any time 
for thought iu connection with tho affair. 
At the end of the five days Parliament re- 
assembled, and tho leader of tho Opposition, 
gimtlenian named Kono, who only emerged 
from prison under an amnesty granted in 
connection with the promulgation of the 
Constitution, rose for tho purpose. of mov- 
ing an address to tho throne which would 
have been practically an impeachment of 
the Government. Before he had completed 
his opening aentenco, however, an Imperial 
rescript suspended the sittings of the Diet 
for fifteen days. The situation furnishes 
plenty of material for conversation, but no 
one seems to know exactly what will bo the 
sequel.

The Hawaiian Islauds Hnst Make An 
¥ucoii(lltional Surrender to 
the U. S. 



"Noue of the Other (ii-eat Powers" 
Will Be Allowed to Secure . 
Tkeiu. 



AVashinoton, Feb. 10. — Tlio Hnwuiimi 
treiity, the corrcBpotideuce and the ineaaago 
of I'rcaideut Iliirrisoii, trauaniitting lo the 
Senate tho treaty of auue.xation williHuwuii 
the letter of Secretary of State Poster to 
the President, and the treaty itself are 
published. Tlie meaaago of tho President 
to the Seiiato ia us follows : 

"I tranainit lierowitli, with a view to its 
ratiliciition, a treaty of aimexalion conclud- 
ed ou the 14th of Fobiuiry, 1893, by John 
W. Foster, eeoretary of State, who waa duly 
empowrered to act in that behalf on tlio purt 
of the United States, and Lorrin A, Thurs- 
ton, \V. R. Castle, W. C. Wilder, C. L. 
Carter and Jos. Mursdcn, thecommiaBionors 
on the part of the Govorninenfc of tho Haw- 
aiiiin laliuds. Tho proviaionul treaty, it 
will bo observed, doea not attempt to deal 
in detail with tho quoationa thut grow out 
of the annexation of tho Hawaiimi IhIiuuIs 
to tho United States. The coininisaiouers 
repreaentin;^ the Huwaiiiui ( iovcnuiient have 
consented to leave to the future, and to the 
jubt and benevolent purpose of tlio United 
States, the ajuatment of such ([ueationa. 

" I do not deem it neeesaary lo diaeiiaa at 
any length tho conditions which have re- 
aulted ia tliia deciaivc action. It has been 
the policy of the adininiatration to not only 
respect but to encoura<;o tho continuance of 
an indcpandeut govcrinnent in the Hawaiian 
ialanda, so long as it aH'oidcd aiiitablo guar- 
anteea for tho protection of life and prop- 
erty and maintained a stability and strength 
tiiat jjavo aJequttto security against the 
donrnion of any other power. The moral 
support of this government has continually 
maDifpited itself in most friendly diplo- 
matic relations in many acts of courtesy to 
tho Hawaiian rulers. The overthrow of the 
monorohy was not in any way prompted by 
this Government, but bad its origin in what 
seems to have been a reactionary and revo- 
lationary policy on the part of Queen Liliu- 
okalani, which put in aeriijitia peril not only 
i the large preponderating interests of the 
United States in the islands, but all foreign 
affairs, and indeed the deoent administratio n 
of oivir afif^ira, and the peace of the isl- 
anda; " ■ - 

" It is quite evident that the monarchy 
had become ofTete and'tbe Qaeen'a Govern- 
ment BO wealc and inadequate as to be the' 
prey of designing and unsoruisulous per- 
sons. The restoration of Queen Liliuoka- 
lani's throne is undesirable, if not impos- 
sible, and unless very actively supported by 
tho United States would bo accompanied by 
aerioua disaster and disor ganizatiuu of all 
buainesa interests. Tho inlluence and in- 
tereat of tho United States in the ialanda 
must be increased, not diminiahed. Only 
two courses are now open, one tlio estab- 
lishment of ti protectorate by the United 
States and the other annexation full and 
complete. I think the latter course, which 
has lieen adopt;ed in tho treaty, will bo 
highly promotive of the best interests of 
the Jlawaiiun people, and ia tho only one 
that will secure tho iutereals of tho United 
States. These inlereata are not wholly 
aeltiah. It ia essential that none of tho 
other great powers secure these ialanda. 
Such a poaseaaion would not consist with 
' our safety and with the peace of the world. 
This view of tho situation is so apparent 
and conclusive that no protest baa been 
heard from any Government, and I tliink 
there ia a general concurrence in opinion 
that the Queen should not be restored. 

Prompt aotion on this treaty ia very de- 
sirable. It it meets the approval of the 
Senate, peace and good order will he secured 
in the islands under the exieting laws until 
siioli time as Congress can provide by legis- 
lation a permanent government for the 
'^islands, ^This legislation should bo, and 1 
do not doubt will be, not only just to the 
natives and all other residents and citizens 
of the Island, but should be characterized 
by great liberality and the highest regard 
to tho rights of the people and all foreignora 
domicilucl there. The correapondenco which 
accoinpaniea the treaty will put tho Senate 
in pnaaesaioii of all tho facta known to the 
executivu." (Signed) Benjamin Harriaori, 
Executive Mansion, Waahington, U. 0., 
I-eb. 15, 1803. 

ORIKN TAL TRADE. 

A Yiiucoitvpr Herehaul Gives KIs Views as to 
Its I'rtseiii (Jniiditlon ami I'uture 
rossibUltlcs. 

Skatti.i;, Feb. 11).— B. Springer, of Van- 
couver, who ia at the Arlington, speaking of 
the Oriental trade said: "Itia growing 
larger every year, especially with Japan. 
"While we import a great deal of fancy 
articlea and bric-a-brac from the Orient, the 
bulk of our importations conaiata of teaa 
and silks. The teas come moally from 
China and the silks from Japan. The 
Japanese are the Vdnketa of Asia and are 
very clever in catering to the taales and 
pocket-books of tlio vest of the world- 
While the Japin( ae niiimifuoture many lino 
coods and iirc steadily improving the 'I'lal- 
Tty of tlifir producta, the ("liincac make the 
beatfabrica. We arc also in l he exporting 
trade, and in return send tlicu: ll iur, liard- 
ware, lumber, iimcliinery, tinned goods, 
such as butter, moitaand vegetables, which 
are mostly bought for the foreigners 
living in ^Jhoae countries. The natives 
are not consumBra of foreign goods, because 
they are too p'loi . They raise or make all 
that they reciiiiro to live, and the wealthy 
classes, eapecially in China, are very con- 
servative 11 hoiit iidopling foreign usages. All 
the fabrics of tlio.se countries ure weaved by 
band, and yet tlicy suoceaafully comijete 
with the foniiis of Europe and America.

A NECh'SSAin' MEASURE. 

Tho division on tlie Public Healtli iiiU 
shows how clearly the intelligent men of tlie 
Province see the necessity of having the 
preservation of the publio .health placed 
wtder the care of a central authority. This 
'time last year, we venture to assert, such a 
measure would not have passed its second 
reading l)y so sweeping a majority. Both 
in the Legislature uud out of the Lcgisla- 
X turo there would be strong opposition to 
•olothioj; the Provincial Governmenb> or any 
body appointed by that Government, with 
anch extensive powers. But last summer's 
oiperionce taught all thinking men a lesson 
which they will long remember. They then 
saw that tho municipal authorities were not 
competent to deal with a dangerous 
• epidemic. They were either weak and inert 
or hysterically- and aimlessly active. Tho 
mutt 'of an intelligent central authority 
▼bich posaesaed the moans to do what was 
necessary and the power to enforce its 
authority wiis felt in almost every town and 
Tillage and settlement in the Province, Aa 
'it was, when the danger became serious the 
'pcople looked ' almost instinctively to 
'the Government for aid. They thon^ 
ielt rather than saw that a strong 
hand and a guiding mind were re- 
q^uired. It the GovcrnmeDt had not come 
to the rescue when it did it is diliicult to 
s»y what would have been the conaequencc. 
The excitement wag intense and the 1 
'both of life and money was great, but it, 
•in all probability, would have been ten 
times as great if the Provincial Government 
had not promptly and energetically re- 
sponded to tho call of the alarmed and 
' agitated people. 

If at the first the machinery which it is 
-tfehe object of the Public Health Bill to 
•oreate and maintain was in existence and 
:ia working order there would not, in all 
'.probability, have been a crisia at all. Tho 
fioard of Health would have been on tho 
watch and would have stumped out tho lirat 
spark of tho disease. It would not have 
been allowed to spread. We see that in 
oonntries where there ^ia such a law as is 
now before the Legislative Aaalinbly the 
smallpox is regarded as comparatively 
harmleaa. It is one of tho • diseases which 
can bo easily guarded iigainat, and wlien 
tho proper means are used it 
can be eireclively prevented from 
spreading, Tho same may bo said of 
choleta, which was regarded at one time aa 
a fearful plague. Preventive measures,, 
when resorted to in time, make it conipara- 
tivelj' liarmleHH. And so in a less degree 
witliotlicr zymotic and contagious diseases. 
Boards of Health can, if they are active, do 
much towards warding them olT and pre- 
venting their doing mlsobief if they do hap- 
pen to get a foothold. 

The attention of the publio was by lust 
snmmer'a visitation directed to this matter 
of tho preservation of the publiu lieaUli, 
and this is why tho ( loveniineut'H Health 
Bill has mot with so little opposition iu the 
Legislative Assembly,- and this . is why the 
action of the majority meets with the 



A FALSB^SSmtTipif. 

Tho aaaertion that the Gover'ninent inter- 
fered to save the citizens of Victoria from 
tho dreadful eil'ecta of the smallpox viaita- 
tioii from political motives is so onspicu- 
ously and iinpiideatly untrue that wo won- 
der that anyone has the ofTrontery to make 
it. In what State was the publio mind in 
this city and the other cities of the Fro- 
viuco in tlio first and second weeks of July 
last ? Was it not excited and alarir.ed ? 
What was tho main and almost tho only 
topic of conversation in every place of pub- 
lic resort and ut every fireside '! The spread 
of the smallpox. Tho indignation and the 
disgust of tho peoplo at tho apathy and in- 
action of the authorities were loudly ex- 
pressed. It was not until it was apparent 
to everyouo that tho municipal authorities 
either could not or would not tiiko tlic mens- 
ures necessary to cope with tho diaeaHO, 
that tho Government, at tho urgent and re- 
peated request of citizens of all parties and 
all claasoa, interposed. Tho Government 
was the reverse of ollicioiis in the matter. 
Its members evinced no desire to take the 
work of suppressing llie disease out of tho 
hands of tho munioip&l authorities. It was 
not until everyone was convinced that the 
Mayor and hia ofScials were powerleaa to do 
anything cflfootual that tho Premier called 
a meeting of medical meu at his oflice. 
When, however, he did take hold ho acted 
with promptitude and energy. Did he do 
thio for political offeot? Did not the situ- 
ation require the greatest promptitude, 
euergy and decision in the men who under- 
took to deal with it 1 If those who should 
have co-operated with tho Government and 
its officials cheerfully and heartily hud not 
become aulky and balky there would have 
been no talk of politics in tho matter. It 
was only when it was feared that the Gov- 
ernment would gain too much credit for the 
cfTcctive way in which it was dealing ^v i t h 
health matters that the Opposition did what 
it could to obstruct tho Provincial oliiciuls 
and to speak slightingly of what the Gov- 
ernment had done and was doing. Its 
object was easily apparent. We do 
not believe that the Opposition will 
be able to • take from the Govern- 
ment the credit which is its due for 
tho masterly v/ay in which it dealt with the 
smallpox visitation, and we know that it 
cannot deprive this city of Victoria and the 
Province generally of the benefits that ac- 
crued to them from the Government's timely 
and elToctive action. 



j^OT A BURNINQ QUESTION. 

Tho Hon. Mr. Foster, Dominion Finance 
Minister, is "strongly in favor of preferen- 
tial trade between the ICmpire ond Canada, 
and has pledged liiinself to do hia utmost 
to ciTeet that olqcct." Thia ia all very 
well, but as prcfcreutiul trade is not yet 
within the sphere of practical politics ia 
either Great Britain or Canada, it is not at 
all likely that Mr. Foster, great as hia in- 
fluence is, will bo able to do much to bring 
it about. The advocacy of preferential free 
trade with Great Britain has a striking and 
an unpleasant resemblance to tho odvocacy 
of unrestricted reciprocity with the United 
States. It wants the element of mutuality, 
which !8 necessary to every bargain between 
either nations or individnals. There is very 
little use in talking ubout making a bar- 
gain with England until wo know whotlier 
or cot England ia willing to deal. If every 
man, woman and child in this Dominion of 
Canada were willing to enter into preferen- 
tial trade relations with Griat Britain, 
that willingness would avail nothing un- 
less a majority of tho people of Great 
Britain were of the same mind. liiit 
neither the Lilierals nor tho Conservatives 
of the Mother Country as yet look with favor 
on preferential trade with the colonies. No 
practical or immediate result will therefore 
follow discuasiona on this subject in Canada. 
There can bo no harm in talking about pre- 
ferential trade, but just now it is rather a 
debating club subject than n topic for dis- 
cussion in I'arlianient by practical states- 
men. Canadians would bo very foolish, in- 
deed, to build any hopes upon getting pre- 
ferential trade with Great Britain. Public 
opinion on both aides of tho Atlantic may 
in time veer round in that direction, but in 
the meanwhile the Canadians who archwise 
will set their hearts upon aomething whicli 
is nearer, more certain, uud more easily at- 
tained. 



selves upon — their wonderful iuventious, 
their railroads, their telegi'aphs, their 
ateanishipa — ho doea ' not regard with en- 
vious eyes. Ho believes that his country ia 
far hotter without them than tho richest 
and most progressive countries, outside of 
China, are with them. Hero ia what 
an Kugliahman, v/ho has lived long 
in China and who has an intimate 
knowledge of their prejiidicea and their 
habits of thouglit says about tho China- 
man's opinion of himself and his country 
when ho compares himself witli other meu, 
aud China witli other countries : 

What tho foreigner realizes only dimly 
and by slow degrees ia that the Chinaman 
has not tho slightest desire to bn reformed 
by him ; that ho disputes in tolo that re- 
form ia reforjn, and that no demonatruticn 
in the world will convince him of tho ex- 
istence of a Haw in his own theory of 
national porfection. He jjoinla to a Gov- 
ernment infinitely more stable than that of 
any h'.uropean Slate, to order obacrved and 
to jualice eli'ectively if rouglily adminis- 
tered (the fact tliat rebollion sinnmrs in 
some provinces where oUicial peculation in 
times of hardship reduces tho pi'ople to 
aemi-starvution, not being of sulliciently 
wide application to disturb the general pro- 
position) ; ho claima u civilization that was 
already at a high pilch when Britons were 
wandering painted in the wooda ; he boasts 
of a code of ethics eijual in wisdom and 
amplitude to our own ; he obaerves a, re- 
ligion which, while it touches the oxtrcmea 
of purity in doctrine and of .degradation in 
practice, ia yet acoommodated to every 
situation in life and - enables him, 
subject ntdy to the test of dattful observ- 
ance, to puss with conGdence Into a 
future world, Aud ho turns round to us, 
and with a pardonable self-confidence aaka 
what we have to give him compared with 
these. Our answer is simple even though 
it falls upon deaf cars. China is strong 
because of her national character, 
her millions and her territorial ex- 
tent; but her strength is nothing 
compared with what it iidghl be under a 
different regime. She is stationary — and 
therein appears to be summed up her own 
ideal of civil and political porfection — but 
she does not and cannot advance." 

But she does not want to advance. She 
is quite satiafied to bo as she is and to re- 
main where alio is. This ia why her child- 
ren havo no desire to learn. They believe 
that they arc well enough as they are. It 
is astonishing how greatly self-love and self- 
conceit will pervert) the mental vision. W'a 
often tell the Chinar«an in terms that 
arc neither gentle nor polite what we think 
of him, but it ia very seldom indeed that 
wo can prevail upon him to say frankly 
what ho thinks of us. If wo only kaew how 
he regards us and our works and ways wo 
would be very apt to conclude that he is not 
nearly so siraf le or so modest as he looks.

Tho market 
remains steady, as there has not been a 
large inllux of coal to disturb it, in fact the 
amount being conaumed is in cxceas of the 
(luuntity coming to hand. Jobbers are not 
liberal bidders for oargnes for future load- 
ing, us they fear a large fleet of vessels 
heading thia way, to move the present 
season's crop, inoal of whieb will bo coal 
carriers. Hence they believe low prices 
will prevail, und in ordinary cases this 
would be tho result, but inward rates of 
freight for coal must rule fairly high when 
ruling grain freights aro so low. The in- 
ward and outward freights combined must 
pay shipa a fraction over running expenses 
or thoy will avoid thia port. The list of 
coal carriers from foreign aourcea to ar- 
rive here in the next 00 days is certainly 
very small, and there are certain grades 
which will show very light stocks within 
that time. 'They may nut be absolute necea- 
tilies, but thoy muat strengthen tho prices 
of other coola. Tho severe winter in British 
Columbia ia seriously interfering with coal 
shipments aa it impedes deliveries at tide 
water.

Transportation Facilities Now Assured 
by Waffou ami Krdl Koads- 
Tlio Country Generally. 



Where is probably no section of tlio Pnoific 
slope toward which so much attention is 
directed just now as the mining regions of 
British Columbia. Any information re- 
garding them is eagerly looked for by 
almost everyone, ami tlio following points 
gathered from Mr. J. \V. llaakina will luive 
special weight as coining from ono wlio Ima 
been a pioneer in miuiy of those ricli dis- 
tricts. 

" The difliciilty bo fur," suid ho, " is that 
tho country bus BuHorcd to a cousiderablo 
extent from misrepresentation. Too many 
of thoao who have interests in a certain sec- 
tion have endeavored to build up their own 
portion of tlio country by puUicg down all 
the remainder, forgetting that in so doing 
they are only doing something which in the 
end will result almost as much to the injury 
of themselves as to that of those of wliom 
they are speaking disparagingly. The 
country is certainly big enough and rich 
enough to allow each section to stand on its 
own merits. 

There can be no doiibt but that the 'V^'cst 
Kootenaf country is bound to pome to tho 
front. , One has only to beoome acquainted 
with the immense bodies of ore which ex- 
tend all through the Lardeau and Slocun 
districts to be sure of this. I first enter 
the Lardeau long before tho railroad lu 
have been identified with it ever since. 
During that time I have spoken to many 
old time mining men and with ono accord 
they agree that in no place they have ever 
seen^woro there bucIi outcrops of mineral 
bearing le-.igca as ure found in this place. 
Unlike many otlier sections of tlio country, 
no very deep prospecting is required, as in 
many inatancca the claims are really mines 
from the grass roots down. Although the 
ores are Boincwhat richer in the extreme 
southern portion of \\'eat Kootenay, those 
in the north show as a rule better ore 
bodies and more clearly dclincd leads. 

" The principal dilliculty at present 
the lack of proper means of transportation 
and coinimmication, but this we are over- 
coming aa rapidly as possible. Wo are now 
endeavoring to have a wagon road built 
from Arrosv lake to Trout lake, which would 
be a very valuable improvement, and open 
up a number of rich claims. 

" The C.P.R. will build from Nakusp to 
the forks of Carpenter creek, a branch line 
that will puss throutrh Lardeau, and they 
will also build from Revelstoko to tho head 
of tho Upper Arrow loko. These, with a 
short lino from the north arm of the Arrow 
lake to Trout lake, a distance of about 
twelve miles, will give that section direct 
communication with the ore markets of tho 
world. In fact it will give a choice of two 
routes, either south to Spokane or north 
over the main line of the C.P.R. 

"I have closed out all my claims to an 
English syndicate, which will begin the ac- 
tive work-of developing them in the spring, 
and, in a short time, I will return to that 
iseotion in the interests of the C.P.R. 
" "Tho Lardeau Pass, which is very level, 
runs diagonally through the mineral belt of 
West Kootenay, and will bo on the line of 
tho proposed road. Though tho country is 
comparatively unexplored— so much so that 
Mr. Stewart, an engineer of tho C.P.K., 
and I have been forced to prepare an entire- 
ly new map of this region, so inaccurate 
were uU former ones— the developments are 
quite sufficient to warrant tlio building of 
tho railroiid, and there is no doubt but that 
it will go through. 

" One point which I think has not been 
previously mentioned is that West Koo- 
tenay has a great future in luiiiber us well aa 
minerals. Fish creek, Duncan's river und 
Lardeau are .all heavily timbered, and on 
every hand ono meets with extensive 
growthaof pine, fir, spruce and cedar, which 
in time are bound to bo very Vfiluable. 

"Several mines have been working dur 
ing the winter, and there is -now some 
?175,000 worth of ore at Kootenay lake 
awaiting transportation. Ibere will no 
doubt be a grandirush to West Kootenay in 
the spring, and by next fall the country 
won't know itself" unless I am much mis- 
taken."

. MITCHELL READY. 

Conditions Proposed hy Corhett Perfectly 
SatisfiictorT-JiclWnnts to Plght Him. 

ENew yoEK, Feb. 16.— The World prints 
the following interview with Mitchell, the 
English prize-fighter. The first bit of newa 
Mitohell heard was that tho Corljett people 
bad put up §10,000. " That is gooil, he e.v 
claimed, "andl ahall cover tho money to 
morrow. I came here for the purpose of 
making a match which will decide the 
championship of the world. The conditions 
named by Corbett are perfectly agreeable to 
jnu." 

"When do you euro to fight ? " was asked. 

"iln six weeks, if ncceasai-y, or any reus 
onal)le time, for that matter," Mitchell re 
plied, with some Bpirit. "My money ha.s 
been up in London, but that makes little 
dilTcrence. I'll have Corbott's money 
covered inside of 12 hours." • 

"Are there any -conditions you care to 
impose ? " 

" No, none," ho added, "all I want is 
that the fight shall bo conducted in a fair, 
square and sportsmanlike manner. I know 
there are liundredB of sportsmen in America, 
and I shall let them judgewhether my state- 
ments are fair or not." 

" Have you any preference aa to the club 
before which this fight shall take place ?" 

Mitchell replied : " Uouey Island, New 
Orleans or San IVaneisco will suit me. 
There shall be no dilly-dallying about it, 1 
promise you. My backer, Mr. Abingdon, 
is here ready to back me for any amount of 
money. As for the stories to tho effect that 
I intend to make money by giving boxing 
exhibitions in America, there ia ab.io- 
lutely nothing in that. I ahall not 
give a single show boforo the 
fight. Although many people don't 
like me in this country. I feel perfectly at 
home here, for honorable sport.srnen with 
.whom I have dealt are my friemia. When I 
I fought Sullivan in I'Vance, I made many 
cnemits, who said I ran away a.id all that 
boah. In thh match no sucli thing will 
occur, ard I am willing to light Corbet.t in a 
i2-foot ring, or smaller if ho likes, and I 
will not run away, either, ho may depend 
on that. His preference for making a rnateli 
■with mo aa against .Jackaon pleases mo im- 
mensely, but Ilia reasons given are absurd. 
If he ia so anxious to whip nie for act ing in 
an nngentlomanly manner, he had an excel- 
lent ohance at Minor'tj theatre that night. 
Better still, he has a chanco now to defend 
his title. I want to fight l^orbelt in a 
reputable club, with a fair referee and a 
fight Within' a reasonable length of time. 
Hiiese are my ocly conditions."

Na.vaiuo, Feb. ;iG. — The apecial Aasiz3 
court opened thia afternoon, .Tustico Crease 
and Judge Harrison presiding. Tho court 
house waa crowded, tho kidnapping caao 
creating great interest. A crowd of In- 
dians wore also present to listen to tho trial 
of Louis Underwood. Tho Attorney Gon- 
eral and his deputy were present to conduct 
tlio prosecution. 

His Lordship's (Mr. Justice Crease) ad- 
dress to the Grand Jury was comparatively 
brief, and dwelt on tho kidnapping case 
witli great severity, pointing out that it 
waa tho first ease of the kind to be tried 
since tlie court of Criminal jurisprudence 
had been held in tho I'rovinco. It was a 
moat ouirugeous proceeding. Ho instructed 
tho grand jury to discard all considerations 
of union or non-union and deal with tho 
matter aa a breach of the plain law of Can- 
ada. Ho briefly referred to tho two other 
cases, one of unnatural conduct against Ah 
Gang, a Chinaman, the other of murder 
against Louis Underwood. Tho grand jury 
brought in a true bill againat all the 
prisoners in tho Bawnmore case. 

The Attorney-General asked that the 
prisoners bo arraigned and that tho caao bo 
adjourned until to-morrow. Before the 
indictments were read, the Attorney-Gen- 
eral asked to make a verbal amendment by 
adding the names of Joranaen and Holtz to 
the -second count. 

G. Wilaon, counsel foi* the defence, ob- 
jected, and to obviate objeotions the Attor- 
ney-General entered a iio/^ejinwegui against 
the two men, stating that fresh information 
would ho laid later. 

The indictniont was then read to the 
prisoners, McNally, Roltino, Robinson, 
Massey and Hansen. All pleaded not 
guilty. Cody was not present, being con- 
fined to hospital. 

The Grand Jury later in tho afternoon, 
returned a true lull againat Ah Gang. His 
offence was coniniitted at Shawnigan I^ake. 
The Deputy Attorney General prosecuted. 
The jury, alter hearing tho evidence, re- 
tired at'U p.m. to consider the verdict, and 
subsequently returned a verdict of guilty. 
Sentence was reserved till the cloae of the 
assizes.

EXCITED KANSAS. 

TtaeBepublleana -and Fopnilsts Eave a lively 
Time in Bepresentatlve Uoll— Soldiers 
/ Called Out. 

ToPEivA,Kan.,Eeb. 16. — Yesterday morn- 
ing when tho Republicans] went to tho hall of 
tho House of Representatives they found 
the doora barred by the Populists. The Re- 
publicans resolved to force an entrance. 
Sledge haininera were brought into l)lay 
againat one of the aide entrances with such 
good ctl'ect that tho doora were soon de- 
molished, and the Republicans quickly filed 
into tho ball. Had the Populists been 
in session a conflict would surely havo re- 
sulted. Aa soon aa the Populists learned 
what had been done. Governor Lewelling 
was notified. Ho promptly called out the 
militia and instructed them to proceed to 
the hall and eject the Republicans from tlie 
door. The soldiers started on this mission 

The Republicans, learning of tho Gover- 
nor's action, held a consultation as to the 
course to pursue, finally resolving to hold 
the fort at all costs. Topoka bectinie blac! 
and blue to-day ; black with people who 
have come from the four cjuartcrs of the 
state to "seethe fun," and blue with troops 
lOvery train that arrived brought a com- 
plement of troops, and Kepulilican and 
Populist volunteers armed with Wind 
ters, shot guns and revolvers, anxious 
take a hand iu the light should 
one take place The capitol i 
surrounded with soldiera and citizens. At 
every approach to the building picket line 
was rigidly maintained. 

The Adjutant-General issued orders that 
no provisions should bo allowed to bo taken 
into tho hall. But friends from the outside 
took well filled baskets of provisions 
to tho capitol and the gjarda 
duty allowed them to be drawn into the 
bull by means of ropes. The plans of tlic 
Populists included an assault upon the Re 
publican atronghold but they practically 
abandoned the field and decided to make 
no further attempt to gain entrance to the 
rcnreaentatlve hall. 



Burlnc'i Bank Mqaldation, 

London, Feb. 15. — The Bank of England 

to-day convened a meeting of the Baring 
guarantors to propo.se, it ia un- 
lerstood, that tho period of liquidation 
extended for one year and 
that tho guarantee bo reduced from £17,- 
OUO.UOU to f,"),000,()()0.

Nkw Youic, Feb. IG.— Charles Mitchell, 
tho Knglish pugilist, arrived at quarantine 
on the Majestic last night, accompanied by 
Mr. Abingdon. Mitchell appeared to be in 
first-olaas condition, and intimated that he 
was eager for a battle. Speaking of tho 
conditions named by Corbett in his chal- 
lenge, Mitchell said: " I am real glad to 
know that Corbett ineana busiuess. 1 have 
como over hero for the purpose of meeting 
him, and I do not propose to allow any ob- 
stadea to stand In the way. I am willing 
to wager ?50,000 on tho result. ^Ir. Abing- 
don ia here with the cash and will outh' 
Mr. Corbett and all hia foUowera. I will 
fight Corhult in a twelve foot ring, half the 
regulation aizo, where it will bo an utter 
imposaibility for mo to do any sprinting, as 
he ciills it. Furthermore, I go into training 
right away, so aa to bo prepared to meet 
Corbett in si.\ weeks if necessary, but aa 
Corbett doea not want to fight until Decem 
ber, why, I suppose I'll huvo to wait." 

As had boon anticipated in the city, the 
well known pugilist, on the ground that ho 
waa an ox-convict, was not allowed to land. 
As soon as tho Majestic reached her dock 
this morning, between eight and nine 
o'clock, the Chief of tho Quarantine Guard 
w«nt on board, and under instructions from 
Commiasioner of Immigration Webbor, in 
formed Mitchell that he could not come 
aahore juat at present. Mitchell had with 
him Squire Abingdon, Benjamin Abrahams 
and B. M. Bailey. He waa surprised but 
not demonstrative when be learned that he 
might have to return without setting foot 
on American soil. He at once sent for 
Howo i Hummel, lawyers, aa counsel. 

Mitchell finished a term in prison in Eug 
land only a short tiino ago, and therefori 
coinea under the law wiiicb prohibits tlu 
landing of alien iniinigranta who have been 
in prison, providing it ia his in 
lention to settle in the country 
ColoiiL-l Webber instructed tho Contract 
Lalior Bureau to invoatigato the caao am 
if the facts warranted it, Mitchell 
he said, would be removed tc 
lillia Island, where rigid f'^i'.rniimtion 
will be made into his case. 

"The words 'alien immigrant,'" said 
Col. Webber thia morning, " constitute a 
defect in law. I havo continually called 
the att-ention of the iniinigratioii commia- 
sioners to the defect aa exhibited iu tho 
ordinary workings of tho law, but the 
trouble has continued. The courts have 
decided that an ' alien immigrant ' is one 
who coinca here to settle permanently. If 
thia is the intention of Mitchell, ho will ho 
dealt with in tho same manner aa any other 
alien convict would be dealt with. We will 
make no exception in his caao." 

Col. Webber further stated that if the law 
provided for alien passengers, Mitchell conid 
never land here, but that if the Kuglishinau 
could show that hia visit was only for aahurt 
time, and that he intended to return to 
England the present law would . not meet 
hia case. Howe and Hummel decided to 
apply at once for a writ .ot habeas corpus, 
when the quarantine officera will be required 
to show cause wlfT Mitchell should not be 
allowed to land.
